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Lt. Mooers’ pretrial hearing 
continued to March 10

The alleged incest case of former Andover 
Police Lt. Donald Mooers Jr. in Salem Supe- 
rior Court was continued last week to Tues 
day, March 10, at which time discovery 
motions are expected to be filed. 

A pre-trial report filed at the pre-trial 
hearing on Wednesday, Feb. 12, by David 
Duncan, the assistant district attorney pros 
ecuting the case, included parameters for a 
plea bargain, but Mr. Duncan stressed this 
week that the parameters are a formality. 
Mr. Duncan said no plea bargain has been 
discussed or requested by Mr. Mooers, Neil 
Hourihan of Salem, his attorney, or the pros 
ecution., 

The parameters are included as a starting 
point for negotiations, according to Mr. Dun 
can, and offer a nine to 15-year jail term in 
state prison if Mr. Mooers were to plead 
guilty. The offer stands for 30 days and while 
the state would accept such a plea, Mr. Dun- 
can said he does not expect one.

“It is very unlikely that Mr. Mooers is 
going to do anything in the next 30 days,” 
Mr. Duncan said. 

Mr. Hourihan did not return the Towns 
man’s calls to his office this week or last 
week. 

Mr. Mooers, 51, with addresses in Haver- 
hill and Hampton, N.H., was a 23-year veter 
an of the Andover police department when 
he abruptly retired on Dec. 17, one day 
before he was secretly indicted on six 
charges of incest. He was arraigned in Salem 
Superior Court Monday, Jan. 6. He pleaded 
not guilty and was released on his personal 
recognizance, 

Four indictments against Mr. Mooers 
involve six counts of incest. The alleged inci- 
dents took place between 1981 and 19838, 
according to David W. Duncan, assistant 
district attorney prosecuting the case. The 
maximum sentence for each count, should 
Mr. Mooers be found guilty, is 20 years in 
prison,

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Mary Byrne believes the town will protect senior citizens

Mary Byrne, director of the Senior Cen 
ter, said she is confident the Board of Select 
men will not allow a proposal from the 
School Committee to relocate and split up 
the center in order to establish a new ele 
mentary school. 

“T’ve been reassured by the selectmen that 
they won't move us unless an equal or better 
location can be found, I’ve also been reas 
sured that they won't allow the day-care 
seniors to be isolated from the rest of the 
center’s seniors,” said Ms. Byrne. 

She was referring to a proposal by School 
Committee member Susan Dalton to move 
the day-care seniors to unused space at the 
high school to house the senior day-care pro 
gram and another location in town for the 
rest of the Senior Center's population. Mem 
bers of the School Committee hope to relo- 
cate the Senior Center and the schoo! admin 
istration offices so the former east wing of 
the old Hast Junior High building can be 
reclaimed for a 450-student elementary 
school that would alleviate overcrowding in 
the town’s four primary schools. 


“The (central school district) plan has 
many merits that other plans discussed 
before don’t,” said School Committee Chair 
man Christopher Outwin, who will accompa 
ny Ms. Dalton Monday night, Feb. 24, to 
make a play for the Senior Center space 
before the selectmen at their 7:30 p.m. meet 
ing at town offices on Bartlet Street. 

“It will cost much less money to renovate 
the east wing of that building than alterna 
tives such as building a wing on to South or 
upscale Shawsheen,” he said. 


According to Dr. Outwin, the school

The Phillips Academy Headmaster’s Sym- 
posium on China will focus on repression 
and dissidence in that country in two presen- 
tations this week. 

Liu Yuan, head of Chinese Student Infor- 
mation Services in Boston, and Gao-Xin, a 
Harvard University graduate student, will 
speak on their personal ordeals in China and 
arrival in the United States on Friday, Feb. 
21, from 6:45 to 8 p.m. 

Cinematographer Richard Gordon, a 1971 
ieee of Phillips, will speak Sunday, Feb. 
23, at 7 p.m. on how the events surrounding 
Tiananmen Square in June 1989 were inter- 
preted by Chinese and American media. 

Both events will be held in Kemper Audi 
torium and are free and open to the public. 
Kemper Auditorium is located on Chapel 
Avenue, across from the Andover Inn. 

Mr. Yuan, 34, was imprisoned during the 
Chinese Cultural Revolution that lasted from 
1966-'76. After his release, he immigrated to 
the United States. Mr. Yuan has been respon- 
sible for bringing together Chinese students 
who have come to the Boston area since the 
Tiananmen Square incident. 

Mr. Gao-Xin took part in the Beijing 
Spring Democracy Movement. A student 
protester and demonstrator before and dur- 
ing the Tiananmen Square incident, he was 
imprisoned in 1989 and released last July. 
Mr. Gao-Xin has been attending Harvard 
Graduate School since the fall.

Mr. Gordon received an undergraduate 
degree from the University of Pennsylvania. 
He has worked as producer/director/cine- 
matographer on numerous films, including A 
Small Happiness, which explores sexual poli- 
tics in rural China, and To Taste a Hundred 
Herbs, on religion and medicine in China. 
Both films were shown previously during the 
Headmaster’s Symposium. 

Mr. Gordon’s awards for his work in film 
include a Media Excellence Award in 1984 
and the Blue Ribbon, CINE Golden Eagle 
Best Documentary and Best of the Festival 
awards in 1985, all for Srnall Happiness, 

In 1989 he received a Rockefeller Intercul- 
tural Film/Video Fellowship and an Emmy 
for “Outstanding Individual Achievement in 
Cinematography” for First Moon, a short 
film about Chinese New Year celebrations.

“The museum has the largest collection of 
textile machinery in the world. And here’s 
this little tiny place on the common,” said 
Mr. Rivard, who added that only one-tenth of 
1 percent of its collection has ever been 
exhibited at one time. 

Not only does the public not get a chance 
to see the extensive collection, he said, but 
the museum doesn’t have the space to add 
more to it, 

“We have no choice; we've forced our- 
selves out of our home,” he said.

“Codependency has been 
called the number-one mental 
health issue of the ’90s,” said Dr.

“About 100 million Ameri- 
cans suffer problems of code- 
pendency,” he said. 


These problems are often 
“related to obsessive compul- 
sions or addictions connected 
with alcohol, drugs, eating, sex, 
work, religion, shopping, gam 
bling and other relief-oriented 
activities,” Dr. Manseau added 

Recent authors have suggest 
ed that the church, instead of 
fostering personal growth and 
empowerment, contributes to 
this condition by developing 
and rewarding a culture of com 
pliance and control. 

Leading the workshop will be 
an internationally recognized 
team whose professional lives 
have been devoted to spiritual 
counseling, 

Father Linn and his brother 
and sister-in-law, Dennis and 
Sheila Fabricant Linn, have 
served as psychotherapists, hos- 
pital chaplains and retreat 
directors. 

They have taught courses on 
healing in more than 30 coun- 
tries and at many universities, 
including a course accredited 
by the American Medical Asso 
ciation for physicians.

James Joseph Fox, a 58-year resi- 
dent of Erie, Pa., died Monday, Feb.

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James H. Grew, 85 


Retired PA instructor 

Dr. James Hooper Grew, 85, a retired 
French instructor at Phillips Academy, died 
Thursday, Feb. 13, at his home after a long 
illness. Formerly of Andover, he was living 
in Boston’s Back Bay. 

Dr. Grew was appointed to Phillips Acade- 
my in 1935. During his 87 years there, he 
served as chairman of the division of mod- 
ern languages (1969-1972), chairman of the 
French department (1944-1972) and house- 
master (1935-1958). 

After his retirement from Phillips, he 
taught French in the department of modern 
languages at Belmont Hill School in Bel- 
mont. He was also a lecturer on education in 
1964 and an associate in education until 1967 
in the program of master arts and teaching 
at Harvard University. 

Before his appointment at PA, he was a 
teacher and housemaster for two years at the 
Middlesex School in Concord. 

He was well known for his innovative 
techniques in the teaching of foreign lan- 
guages and was regarded as one of the top- 
ranking French scholars in the country. 

Dr. Grew received his education at St. 
Mark’s School in Southborough, Harvard 
University and the University of Paris (Sor- 
bonne), where he received his doctorate. 

Dr. Grew’s career was bestowed with 
many honors, including medals awarded by 
the government of France; the Medal of 
French Gratitude, 1947; Academic Palms, 
1949; and the Legion of Honor, 1955. He was a 
Fulbright Fellow in Belgium from 1953 to 
1954 and held two teaching chairs at Phillips, 
one endowed by the Elizabeth Milbank F, 
Anderson Foundation (1958-1970), and the 
chair of the Independent Foundation Teach- 
ing Endowment (1970-1972). 

In collaboration with his colleague Daniel 
Olivier, he co-authored the textbook 1001 Pit- 
falls in Learning French. He was associate 
editor and a contributor to French Review 
and published articles in Modern Language 
Journal and Independent School Bulletin. He 
was twice a panelist on the French radio pro- 
gram A Batons Rompus on WGBH. 

Dr. Grew was national vice president and 
member of the American Association of 
Teachers of French. He was also a member of 
the Modern Language Association, Ameri- 
can Council of Teachers of Foreign Lan- 
guages, Modern Foreign Language Associa- 
tion and Harvard Visiting Committee. 

Born in Boston Dec. 16, 1906, he was the 
son of the late Henry S. and Ethel (Hooper) 
Grew and nephew of the late Joseph Clark 
Grew, former ambassador to Japan. In 1938 
he married Alma Clayburgh, daughter of 
singer Alma Clayburgh of New York City. 

Besides his wife, he is survived by his 
daughter, Alma Grew of West Hartford, 
Conn.; sons, Edward Sturgis Grew of Orono, 
Maine, and James H. Grew Jr. of Winter 
Haven, Fla.; and sister, Mrs. Alexander 
Wheeler of Manchester.

Cherry-apple crisp 


By Maria Moskos 

If George Washington had 
chopped down an apple tree, it 
would have been easier in Febru 
ary to prepare a dessert using 
fresh ingredients since fresh 
cherries are not readily available 
this time of year. However, the 
dessert recipe I have included is 
very flavorful, easily executed 
and sure to be a family favorite to 
commemorate Washington's 
birthday, even though it contains 
tinned sour cherries, When avail 
able, fresh Bing cherries are my 
first choice, 

Cherry-apple crisp 

Topping 

1/2 cup all-purpose flour 

1/3 cup brown sugar 

1/3 cup sugar 

1 1/2 tsp. cinnamon 

‘2 tsp. nutmeg 

8 tbsp. chilled butter, cut into 
pieces 

1/3 cup toasted sliced almonds 

Base 

1 1/2 cup apricot nectar 

1 cup sugar 

2 tsps. grated orange peel 

1/2 tsp. cinnamon 

1/4 tsp. nutmeg 

2 cups tinned water-packed 
pitted sour red cherries 

6 medium Granny Smith 
apples, peeled, cored and sliced 
1/4-inches thick 

For topping: Mix first five 
ingredients in processor, then 
add butter, incorporating by 
using on/off turns until mixture 
forms clumps, Transfer to bowl; 
add nuts and set aside, 

For base: Preheat oven to 350 
degrees, Butter 9-inch-square 
baking dish. Combine first five 
ingredients in heavy saucepan 
and bring to a boil, stirring fre 
quently, Add two cups drained 
cherries, Cook two minutes, 
Drain cherries, reserving cook 
ing syrup, and set cherries aside. 
Boil cooking syrup, stirring occa- 
sionally until reduced to one cup 
(about 10 minutes) and set aside. 
This will be used for dessert top- 
ping. 

Combine cherries and apple 
slices in a bow! and toss lightly, 
Transfer half of fruit to prepared 
baking dish. Crumble half of top- 
ping over this. Cover with 
remaining fruit and then top- 
ping. Bake until apples are ten- 
der, about 50 minutes, 

Serve warm, drizzled with

Q. If a recipe calls for self-ris 
ing flour, which I may not have, 
can I use regular flour with other 
ingredients? 

A. Yes. For every two cups of 
self-rising flour called for, add 
two cups regular flour plus one 
teaspoon baking soda, one tea- 
spoon baking powder and 1/2 tea- 
spoon salt. 

Q. Do you use specific flours 
for preparing certain foods? 

A. Yes, I personally use Gold 
Medal for pies, King Arthur for 
breads, Robin Hood Durum 
Semolina for pasta and Softasilk 
for cakes. 

Q. Do you always sift flour? 

A. No. | always aerate before 
using, but only sift for cakes and 
non-yeast breads (in general). 
ror muffins, cookies and pie 
crusts, I generally do not sift, 

Q. What are some desserts you 
can make other than angel food 
cake, for a low cholesterol diet 
utilizing egg whites? 

A. You can make a non-fat 
chocolate angel food cake served 
over a raspberry puree, 
meringue shells that can be filled 
with low-fat ice cream, a fresh 
fruit whip such as strawberry 
and dessert souffles. 

Q. Is a sweet potato the same 
as a yam? 

A, No. They’re two separate 
entities (reference, LaRusse). 

Q. How do I prevent the metal 
taste a cheesecake picks up when 
baked in a spring form pan that 
is left on the bottom portion? 

A, Line it with parchment 
paper before pouring in batter. 

Q. When braising cabbage 
rolls, how do I prevent the bot 
tom layer from sticking to the 
pan? 

A. Line the pan with sliced 
onions. 

Q. How do you know if moist 
compressed yeast is fresh? 


A. Cream a small amount of 


yeast with an equal amount of 
sugar. It should immediately 
become liquefied. 

Q. If | run out of baking pow- 
der, is there something I can sub- 
stitute? 

A. Yes. For every cup of flour, 
substitute two teaspoons cream 
of tartar, one teaspoon bicarbon- 
ate of soda and 1/2 teaspoon salt. 
(This has to be made up fresh). 


I have tried and successfully 
used these solutions over many 


years. There may be other 


answers, but these are the ones 
that have been successful for me.

Selectman Larry Larsen reflects 


on his first year in office 


parking fines. 

“T felt like a skunk at a lawn party,” 
Mr. Larsen said 

The board had spent months dis 
cussing the issue of raising the fines, 
and here was the new kid on the block 
wanting to undo the effort. Regardless, 
after more discussion, and protest 
from residents and businesses, the 
fines were eventually brought back 
down to $10. 


Mr. Larsen, successful last March in 
his first bid for elected office, reflected 
this week on his position, some of the 
issues he faced in his first year and 
others still to be dealt with. 

“Tt’s fun, I enjoy it,” Mr. Larsen said. 
“It’s been an education,” 

In his first few meetings, Mr. Larsen 
appeared perplexed by some actions of 
the board. 


He would follow the rest of the 
selectmen in their approval of agenda 
items, then question what it was he 
had just voted for. He questioned 
things such as the meaning of infra 
red patch on gas line installations he 
was asked to approve, and the purpose 
of voting for street excavations that 
already had been completed. 

“Asking questions never embar 
rassed me,” he said. 


He proved to be a quick learner. He 
said he likes knowing what is going on 
and being involved in the process, but 
complained that he doesn’t get enough 
citizen input. 

“Not as much as I would like,” he 
said. 

He said he feels distant from some 
groups, especially young families. 

“1 don’t hear from them as much as 
I'd like to,” Mr. Larsen said. 

He always bent an ear for political 
discussions, so being stopped on the 
street to discuss an issue was not new 
to him. In fact, now people just get 
more to the point, he said. And he 
didn’t mind recently when his dinner 
party discussion turned to the need for 
a new school in West Andover. (He 
happens to agree with the idea, Mr. 
Larsen said, but believes there is no 
money for it right now.) 

He has realized that people over esti- 
mate the power of politicians, and that 
something you think might take a 
month can turn into a two-year project. 

“Governing is not as easy as it 
looks,” Mr. Larsen said. 

It is also expensive. 

Selectmen get $100 a month as a 
stipend for expenses. 

‘Tt cost me three to four times that,” 
Mr. Larsen said. 

The benefits, honorariums and oth- 
er functions he is expected to attend, 
and the causes he feels compelled to 
support, cost much more than the 
stipend.

When he was campaigning he had 
been warned to save some of his cam 
paign funds for these expenses but, not 
wanting to bother with the record 
keeping, he spent it. He doesn’t regret 
that decision, but now better under- 
stands the counsel. 

Mr. Larsen calls his fellow board 
members a “good group.” 

He characterized Gerald Silverman 
as “relaxed” and William Downs as 
“surprising” and “shrewd.” 

Mr. Larsen said his wife, Nancy, is 
always saying that he and Mr. Downs 
mumble at meetings. He doesn’t deny 
it. 

“A, we don’t have a (microphone), 
and B, we do mumble,” Mr. Larsen 
said. 

He describes James Barenboim as 
“assertive,” and credits him with 
bringing an “age factor” to the board; 
and he calls Charles Wesson “mellow.” 
He described himself as “very opti- 
mistic” and a problem solver. 

The board does lack one thing, 
according to Mr. Larsen. 

“The board needs a woman,” Mr. 
Larsen said. “Undoubtedly, if I run 
again, that will come back to haunt 
me.” 


Issues on the table 

No issue is a little issue to the people 
directly involved, Mr. Larsen said, but 
he talked about a couple of decisions 
that garnered attention in the past 
year. 

Deciding the tax classification 
shift to set the tax rate was “a tough 
one,” Mr. Larsen said. 

Although he believes any shift is 
unfair to businesses, Mr. Larsen also 
sympathizes with the fact that resi 
dents could be hurt by a drastic change 
in the current policy. He was glad the 
shift remained the same this year, that 
at least it did not increase. 


But the whole process of voting a 
budget in the spring, then waiting to 
decide who pays for it until the follow- 
ing winter, is a bit out of whack, he 
believes. A way should be found to 
decide how much people are wiling or 
able to pay before hand, then spend 
just that much. 


2arking is an ongoing issue that 
Mr. Larsen believes should not be as 
difficult to handle as it has become in 
Andover. 


Select man La rry Larsen 


He still thinks raising the parking 
ticket fees last year, from $5 to $15 
then back to $10 in the face of protest, 
was an inopportune thing for the board 
to do. 

“Ten dollars is still too high,” Mr. 
Larsen said. 

He was “delighted” to get the Cen- 
tral Business District Committee 
appointed and working. He is looking 
forward to that group’s proposal at 
April Town Meeting to create a park- 
ing fund to deal with some of the park 
ing problems downtown. 

“The 21st Century (vision and 
mission statement) is very important 
to me,” Mr, Larsen said. 


It is an uphill fight to get people to 
understand that everything begins 
with an idea, Mr. Larsen said. The 
industrial area out along Interstate 93 
started out as an idea, and now you 
walk inside that idea, Mr. Larsen said. 


“Now is the time to talk about ideas 
for the future,” Mr. Larsen said, while 
the economy is slow and we’re not plac: 
ing bronze plaques on new buildings. 

Residents at the 21st Century discus 
sions have expressed the desire for his 
torical and quality spaces, to preserve 
nature and not to be tied to the automo- 
bile, according to Mr. Larsen. 

Issues to face 


Mr. Larsen would like to tap into 
that desire for greenspace to help deal 
with the rising costs of solid waste dis- 
posal in the future. 

The solid waste budget is $1.5 mil- 
lion this year. Mr. Larsen favors insti 
tuting user fees, a pay-per-bag policy, 
to pay for the trash disposal and dedi- 
cating the money saved to creation of 
greenspace. 

He campaigned on the pay-per-bag 
idea but said he backed off the issue in 
the face of opposition from residents 
and his fellow board members. 


Privatization of services is some 
thing else the town should consider, 
according to Mr. Larsen. 

“IT want to see more privatization,” 
he said. “We really ought to be saying 
to each department, ‘What have you 
done for us lately?” 


If departments are not making or 
saving the town money, privatization 
should be considered.

Peter Regan pleads guilty

Peter J. Regan, of 72 Salem St., 
pleaded guilty in U.S, District court in 
Boston Tuesday, to 55 counts of embez- 
zlement of more than $2.5 million from 
Shawmut Bank. 

Mr. Regan, 48, a former senior vice 
president at Shawmut, was arrested by 
the FBI in July of 1991 and charged in 
\ugust on a 12-count indictment of 
transferring $590,000 from various 
debtors’ accounts at Shawmut to a per- 
onal account set up by him at Sun 
3ank in Naples, Fla. Further investiga- 
tion led to a 55-count indictment in 
September alleging the embezzlement 
Of $2,061,651.85. 

The total amount stolen was revised 
to $2,568,651.40 at the plea hearing on 
Tuesday, according to a press release 
from U.S. Attorney Wayne Budd. 

The government's case alleged Mr. 
Regan’s illegal activities at Shawmut 
began in November of 1987 and contin- 


ued through July, 1991, They included 
diversion of funds to banks in the 
Boston area, New Hampshire, Florida 
and Switzerland; creation of fictitious 
invoices for consulting services that he 
then approved for payment to accounts 
he had set up; and transfer of a condo- 
minium at Rowes Wharf in Boston to a 
trust he controlled, 

The activities culminated with the 
eventual transfer of a large portion of 
the funds to an account in Switzerland, 

Sentencing was set for April 21. Mr. 
Regan faces a maximum penalty of five 
years imprisonment and a $250,000 fine 
on each count of embezzlement occur- 
ring prior to Aug. 9, 1989, and 30 years 
and a $1 million fine on each count 
occurring after Nov, 29, 1990. 

“Under the terms of the plea agree- 
ment, Regan also has agreed to make 
complete restitution to Shawmut Bank 
of the total amount of all monies stolen 
from the bank,” the statement said.

“He 
will have to run a much more pro- 
active campaign and step up the heat 
and get legislation passed to stimulate 
the economy and rebuild the overall 
competitiveness of the nation and con- 
trol government spending.”

president didn’t show in Tuesday’s pri- 
mary results, said Mr. Stott, a Tsongas 
fund-raiser, 

“Bush got a clear protest message,” 
he said, 

“But, I don’t think that translates 
into confidence for Pat Buchanan,” Mr. 
Stott added. 


Bill Clinton 

Rep. Coon said he was surprised 
with Mr, Clinton’s showing Tuesday. 
Mr. Coon believes talk about the candi- 
date’s personal life may hurt him in 
the South. 

New Hampshire was a major test for 
Mr. Clinton, said Mr. Cohen. 

“He was ahead at one point and then 
the fidelity and draft issues came up. 
He slid 15 to 20 points and I think they 
will continue to be a drag on him,” Mr. 
Cohen said. 

Mr. Clinton originally sold himself 
to the Democratic party on the plat- 
form of his electability, said Mr.

The best thing about the race going 
into the election in November for the 
Republicans is that the Democratic 
field is so unimpressive,” Mr. Manning 
said. 

Mr. Clinton’s finances may begin to 
dwindle as he begins campaigning 
nationally, said Ms. Tucker. 

“I don’t see Paul Tsongas having 
problems raising the kind of money 
Bill Clinton has now. Money dries up 
when you are running behind and it 
pours in when you're the front-run- 
ner,” she said. 


Pat Buchanan 

Maria Marasco, 191 Holt Road, sec- 
retary of the Republican Town Com- 
mittee, doesn’t believe Mr, Buchanan's 
finish in New Hampshire will present a 
real challenge to Mr. Bush for the par- 
ty’s nomination. 

“T don’t think Buchanan is very 
much of a threat. He hasn’t given a 
valid, viable reason to vote for him, 
other than it is a vote against the presi 
dent, He hasn’t confronted any issues,”

Teaching 
Andover students 
to recycle

A generation of young people have 
grown up in a town that cared enough 
about the environment to set them an 
example by providing a means to recy 
cle used materials to be made again into 
useful articles. 

From the beginning of this program 
the schools were a focus of those inter- 
ested in this concept. Their first efforts 
were skits acted before elementary 
school audiences to get the point across 
that everything should just not be 
thrown away. 

Over the years workshops have been 
held for teachers as they were urged to 
put recycling into the regular curricu- 
lum. Groups of students were taken on 
field trips to see how the incinerator for 
waste disposal worked and also how 
paper was saved and reused and more 
recently to a plastics reuse plant. 

Three years ago all the schools in 
town began to save paper for recycling.

I could tell you that I walked out of 
Cochran Chapel into the sunshine, 
singing the final hymn out loud, feeling 
happy, warm and pleased to be alive. 
Had I spent two hours in most church 
services, I would have complained it 
was too long, 

I will tell you that this was a service 
that worked for me. There weren't that 
Inany people there. We may have filled 
most of the first half of the church. But 
there were more black than white 
faces, many of them from Ebenezer 
Baptist Church, many of them from a 
tradition of freely feeling feelings in 
church, 

I come from a more traditional 
church background, one in which you 
are quiet in church, but one in which 
music is important. We didn’t exclaim, 
“Oh yes,” and “Amen” during the ser- 
mon or anthem, My father loved to 
sing, and as a child I often was embar- 
rassed by him in church because he 
dared sing with spirit. He felt the 
words and the music made him want to 
sing out. He was loud. 

Now I'm older. I like the church | 
attend in Andover; the minister deliv- 
ers meaningful messages in his ser- 
mons; he often speaks to me from the 
pulpit. But something is missing. I 
understood the missing part Sunday, at 
Phillips Academy. 

Richard Gross and Barbara Liv- 
ingston helped me understand what | 


was feeling. 

“I thought it was a wonderful worship 
service,” said Rev. Livingston, who grad- 
uated in 1990 with a master’s of divinity 
from the School of Theology at Boston 
University. She said she had some expe 
rience with the black tradition of wor 
ship because at BU, there were quite a 
few black seminarians. 


“Music has always been very inspir- 
ing to me,” she said when I phoned Mon- 
day. She pointed out that the kind of 
music and service we experienced here 
Sunday is music and worship that 
evolved out of black people’s struggle and 
oppression. It comes straight from the 
gut. 

“It helps people to access a very alive 
God,” Rev. Livingston said. “It (this type 
of music) makes me feel the most in 
touch with God,” 

She said the same thing about Rev. 
Jones’ preaching style. “He had such a 
gift for inviting people into what he was 
saying. People could say, ‘I could be part 
of this. I am part of this.’” 

In my church, parishioners sit there. 
Yes, we sing. Sort of. But not too loud. 
And certainly not if we don’t know the 
tune. Wouldn’t want to make a fool of 
myself. At PA, we sang, even if we didn’t 
know the hymn. In fact, we might have 
sung a little bit when the choir was sup- 
posed to be doing its piece alone. And 
that was fine. When Rev. Jones delivered 
his sermon — which, by the way, had, a 
very basic message (“Jesus said, ‘Follow 


me.””) — people participated. They spoke 
out. 

“There's a real need in all of us. How 
do we make this world real?” Rev. Liv- 


ingston said. 

At one point during the sermon, Rev. 
Jones stopped for a second, seemed to 
catch eyes with someone in the congrega- 
tion, and said, “Are you listening to me?” 
Help. I'd better pay attention, maintain 
eye contact. There was humor here, too. 

At the end of Rev. Jones’ sermon, 
Rev. Gross embraced him. Rev. Liv- 
ingston patted him on the back. The 
congregation broke into applause. This 
was not your everyday church behav- 
ior. We clapped when the choir fin- 
ished an anthem. We all felt related. 
We all felt. 

A little black girl in the pew in front 
of me, about 8 or 9 years old, was feel 
ing the music. When the choir sang, 
she couldn’t sit still. She had to con- 
duct, to motion with the music. No one 
noticed, except the white faces in the 
crowd. 

ev. Gross believes those of us who 
are from more traditional church back- 
grounds could learn from sharing expe- 
riences with groups such as the one 
from Ebenezer Baptist Church. 

“Tt has not been part of our tradi- 
tion,” Rev. Gross said of such a service. 
He added that it is meaningful “to be 
with people for whom music is a gen- 
uine religious expression. It is a move- 
ment away from the cerebral, which 
has been so much a part of our tradi- 


tion.’ 

Lest you think every black person 
worships in this manner, listen to Bev- 
erly Henderson, public information 
director at Phillips Academy. Growing 
up in Jackson, Miss., Ms. Henderson 
says her family attended a church that 
“wanted to have dignified services.” 

“So we had services that were very 
staid,” she said. 

But Ms. Henderson’s mother had 
this thing about the hymn, “Amazing 
Grace,” and whenever she heard it she 
would “fall apart.” 

“At times, we would get embar- 
rassed” by her mother’s emotional 
behavior over “Amazing Grace.” 

People would turn to little Beverly 
and say, “There goes your mother.” 
And she would think, “Please don’t do 
‘Amazing Grace,’” 


When Ms. Henderson was 15, just 
about the time Martin Luther King was 
assassinated, she went to live with a 
white family on Long Island, N.Y., and 
go to school there. During that time, 
she connected with a “little black 
church” that had a “tambourine-drum 
tradition,” is how she describes the 
more open, emotional service. 

“When I got a little bit older, I began 
to understand my mother was one of 
the only people who would get happy in 
church,” 

Thank you, Ms. Henderson, for 
putting into words what happened to 
me in church Sunday: I got happy.

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Firefighter Poole gets accidental disabi

The state retire- 
ment appeals board 
last week awarded 
former Andover fire- 
fighter Leonard 
Poole an accidental 
disability retire- 
ment, possibly bring- 
ing to an end a 9- 
year tug-of-war 
between Mr. Poole 
and town officials. 

Only “possibly,” 
because the town 
still could appeal the 
latest decision, as it 
has appealed previ- 
ous decisions in the 
case. 

“It’s been a long 
battle. Hopefully, 
this is the end of it,” 
Mr. Poole said this 
week. “Let’s put it 
this way. The ball’s 
back in their court.” 

The town will not 
appeal, according to 
Michael Gilman, spe 
cial town counsel 
whose office handled 
the case. 

“No. We were just 
waiting for the right 
authority to tell us 
what type of pension 
this guy should get,” 
Mr. Gilman said 
Monday. “This 
would give him the 
high pension for a 
firefighter injured on 
the job.” 

The decision, 
issued last Friday, 
means Mr. Poole, 51, 
of 174 Osgood St., 
Lawrence, will 


receive a pension of 
about 72 percent of 


his former $29,000 
salary, roughly 
$21,000 a year, 
instead of the 50 per- 
cent he was receiv 
ing for an ordinary 
disability. That’s an 
increase of about 
$730 a month, from 
$1,100 to $1,800. And 
unlike the ordinary, 


the accidental dis- 
ability pension is tax 
free, 

The retroactive 
compensation, for 


the difference 
between the two 
rates for the last 


three years, will be 
“about $20,000" to the 
town, according to 
Rod Smith, town 
accountant. 

Mr. Poole already 
received approxi 
mately $200,000 in 
back pay after supe- 
rior court ruled in 
1988 he was prema- 
turely removed from 
injured reserve sta- 
tus in 1984. 


The case revolved 
around an injury to 
Mr. Poole’s left knee 
more than nine 
years ago while he 
was on duty as an 
Andover firefighter. 
Mr. Poole has 
claimed all along 
that his disabling 
knee problems are a 
result of the acci 
dent. The town has 
held that the acci 
dent merely aggra- 
vated a_ previous 
arthritic condition. 

Mr. Poole 
wouldn’t say he felt 
vindicated by last 
week's decision. 
Instead, he said he 
should have rightful 
ly been retired near- 
ly nine years ago and 
questioned the intent 
of the town officials 
who have made the 
decisions regarding 
this case. 

“This is a stan- 
dard joke with the 
town of Andover, 
with the town offi- 
cials,”’ Mr. Poole 
said. “I wouldn't 
want to see what was 
done to me done to 
any other firefighter

in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts. It should 
never have hap- 
pened.” 


Case’s history 

Mr. Poole was 
hired as a firefighter 
in August, 1969. On 
Aug. 19, 1983, he was 
on duty at a 12-vehi- 
cle accident on Route 
195. One of the vehi: 
cles involved was a 
truck loaded with 
lumber and, while 
unloading the truck, 
Mr. Poole was struck 
on the left knee by a 
large piece of wood. 

He was treated at 
the hospital and 
released for the knee 
injury after the acci- 
dent. He had arthro 
scopic surgery about 
a month later and 
was placed on 
injured-leave status. 

In 1984, still not 
able to return to 
work, he was 
dropped from the 
payroll because he 
wouldn't agree to 
retire on an ordinary 
disability. 

In 1986, Mr. Poole 
filed a suit against 
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the town contending 
that he should have 
remained on injured 
reserve status, under 
which he would have 
received 100 percent 
of his salary, tax 
free, 


The court found in 
his favor in Decem- 
ber of 1988. The town 
appealed and_ in 
October, 1989, the 
decision was upheld, 
and the town paid 
Mr. Poole the rough- 
ly $200,000, which 
included four years 


of back pay plus 
medical expenses 
and interest. 

In April, 1989, 


over Mr. Poole’s 


objection, Fire Chief 
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Harold Hayes filed 
an application for 
involuntary retire- 
ment for him on an 
ordinary disability. 

In July, 1989, Mr. 
Poole was examined 
by a medical review 
panel, which found 
he was disabled and 
that the disability 
was probably perma- 
nent. The panel 
found that the knee 
was “clearly aggra- 
vated” by the acci- 
dent, but also found 
that Mr. Poole had 
“progressive arthri- 
tis in his knees.” 


In August, 1989, 
the Andover Retire- 
ment Board 
approved the invol 
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untary ordinary dis- 
ability retirement. 

In October, 1989, 
upon receipt of an 
appeals court deci- 
sion that an aggrava- 
tion of a pre-existing 
condition is com- 
pensable, the town 
requested the state 
employee retirement 
administration 
change Mr. Poole’s 
ordinary disability 
claim to an acciden- 
tal disability claim. 


But the state 
board, which must 
approve municipal 
employee retire- 
ments, found that 
Mr. Poole’s disability 
was “not such as 
might be the natural

and proximate result 
of the personal 
injury sustained.” 
The state board 
changed the “clearly 
aggravated” wording 
in the medical pan- 
el’s report to “tem- 
porarily aggravat- 
ed,” and the acciden. 
tal disability was 
denied. Mr. Poole 
appealed and that 
was the decision in 
his favor last week, 


“The proper stan- 
dard of review recog- 
nizes that the aggra- 
vation of a pre-exist- 
ing condition into a 
disability can be 
compensable,” the 
appeals board deci- 
sion read.
